ler Fascism,” whose head office is 
in Paris, France, but which is 
pected of using its funds tor 
advancement of Communism.

Ban on Firemen’s Union Will Cost 


Atlantic City AFL 1935 Convention 


Atlantic City. N. J.—The arbi- 
trary refusal of Mayor Bacharach of 
Atlantic City to municipal 
firemen to organize as a local union 
of the International Association ol 
Fire Fighters, affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor, it 
persisted in, will cost this popular 
resort the 1935 convention of the 
A. F. of L., according to a decision 
of the Federation’s Executive Coun- 
cil in session here. The .arbitrary 
action of the mayor was brought 
to the attention of the Council by 
Fred Baer, president of the Asso- 
ciation. 

William Green, president of the 
A. F. of L., said the Executive Coun- 
cil was surprised to learn that the 
mayor had taken the position “that 
any group of municipal employes 
should be denied the right to or- 
ganize into a union of their choice 
and to enjoy the rights and_ privi- 
leges of Section 7-A the same as 
workers in private industry.” 

“The action of Mayor Bacharach 
can only be interpreted as a viola- 
tion of the constitutional rights of 
the workers to organize for mutual 
protection,” Mr. Green declared. He 
said he would notify Mayor Bacha- 
rach of the  Council’s’ decision 
against holding the next convention 
in Atlantic City so long as the 
mayor opposed allowing firemen to 
join the International Fire Fighters’ 
Union. 

He explained that it was a well- 
understood policy that firemen, let- 
ter carriers, postal clerks and rail- 
way mail clerks affiliated with the 
Federation would not go on strike to 
enforce their requests, but would 
use all other legitimate means to 
impress their views on their em- 
ployers.
